forc vs, how can wee chule but looke home to the 
ſpcedic running of our owne? and laying the ſame 
vnto heart we will apply our heart to wiſdome. [t 
is an high point of wiſdeme to make anothers 
Death profitable to our life. God doth oftencaulc 
others to aR this part before vs, that we may pra- 
Aiſle afore-hand, and learne how to att it well our 
ſelucs when it comes about to our turne, It was a 
conccit of the rich Glutton in Hell,that one com- 
ming from the Dead cov!d doe much todraw the 
living rarepentance. Surely. one comming from 
the Dead will ſcarcely prevaile fo much with the 
living, as one that is going to the Dead, The fight 
and dueconlideration of one who is Dead ordy- 
ing, will doe much with the liuing if they be care- 
full zo lay it to their veart. 

Many Sermons preac ized to the Eare by the li- 
ving, of rhe brenitie ar.d vncertainty of lite,of the 


meditation of Death', &c. wili hardly make ſo | 
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cepimprethion in the living, as one Sermon prea- 
ched tothcir eyes by one thatis dead or lyes a dy- 
ing, Wherefore as Alfonſas of Aragon lomctimes 
(aid of Counſellors, that the Dead were the beſ 


Connſellors , (meaning Bookes;) ſo we may ſay (in 


this regard ) the Dead are the beft Preachers, for | 
what wee preach to your cares, they oreſiſeirto. 
your hearts;The lining will lay it to his heart. 


Now that we may thrive indeed by the Death | 


of others, we muſt be carefull of the right manner 
of applying it; which we may (without violence) 
24ther out of the Text it {clie. For herein wee are 
arc taught to apply it, 

1. Diſcreetly and richth. 

2. Seriouſly and ſoundl Y. 

3. Seaſonably at's. 

Firſt we mult apply itdiſcreet!y and aright. We 
myſt not poſt it oucr vnto others, but ay; [it home 
ro our {clues, The lining (faith Salomon) will lay it 
to his heart, doubtleſle to his owne heart : what he 
{ceth in others, he will apply to himſeife, what he 
cannot deny inthegenerall, bee will acknowledge 
in bis owne particular. But who (almofi) doth fo 
among vs? Weapply it, but not to our ſcines: we 
lay it home indeed, but not to our owne heart, As 
we doc by Gods otherſudgements, ſo wee doe by 
Death : As wee doe by the Sermons of the living,

T wo Phraſes or Prouerbs I hane obſcrncd in 
common ſpeech, which doc palpably diſcoucrour 
errour herein, When we affirme any thing to bee | 
very certaine, we vie to lay, As ſure zs Death : A- 
giine,ſpeaking of our ſelues, and a matter that wee 
| little dreamt of, we vieto fay, I thonght no wore on 
it, thea on the houre of my Death.Can there be any 
hi ing more apparent to thew that wee can ſve and 
belecue Death in any ſave in our ſelues? Weecan 
declayme of Mortalitie, and of Deaths cerrtaintic 
and lives vncertaintie in generall; but when wee 
come to our own particular we promiſe our ſe]ues 
2n immortaliticin Nature, and cannot for our lives 
frame this conc!uſion to our clues out of the pre- 
miſes, though it be never ſo cafie and plaine. All 
men are mortall, [ama man, therefore I am mor- 
call; All muſtdye, therfore I mull dycſhortly, I | 
| may dye ſudden]y, this may bee my laſt thought, 
| my laſt word, my laft aty for he who mull dyc at 
one time may dycatany time. Thisis to profic by 
the death of others, to lay it home to our ſclues,& 


not poſt it oucr vnto others; and what we acknow: | 
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ledgein general}, torxpect and prepare tor, in our 
owne particular. For the liuing muſt lay it ts hs 
heart, to his owne heart. 


Secondly, we mwit apply it ſeriouſly and ſound- | 


ly.So much is intimated in that it is ſaid,7 he {7urmg 
will lay it to his heart. Wee muſt not lay it to our 
Eyes togaze on it , nor to our Fares to heare of it, 


nor to our Toxgres totalke and diſcourſe of it on- 


ly, but we mult apply it to our Hearts, ruminate it 
In our mindcs, riuct it in our remembrances, pon»: 
dcrvpon it in our daily Meditations. And what 

mult we lay to our hcarts, \What? The forrow | 
for our deceafſed friend , or rather for the Money, | 
or meanes , or profit that wee have loſt by his de-} 
cealle? Indced, Theliuing doe vietolaythisto 
their heart, the loſſe of ſome living or live-Jood | 
which they enioyed by the life of their friends ; 
But that is not it which they muſt lay to their 
heart, but ttie conſideration of Death, the vanitic 
and vnccrtaintie of life, and the meditation of 
thcir owne mortalitie. But doth the tenth man ſo 
among vs? Somc apply it indced, but not to them- 
ſclues. Somelay it tothemſclues, bur not to their 
hearts. The Tuft or Righteors deth periſh (faith ghe 


—_— 


Prophet) and ne man layeth it to heart, Tuſt and vn- 


iu?, rightcous and reprobate, neighbour and ſtran- 
gcr, elder and younger dyc belerc vs, in our pre- 
ſence, but wheres hee that layeth itto his heart ? 
| We arc indeed for the preſent ſomewhar aftefted 
with the Death of our friends, but immediately 
wee forget it, wee returneto our wounted courſes, 
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| wee lay it £o our Eyes, wee doe not Jay it to our 
hearts. | 


Wee come indeed to the houſe of monrning, 
and there wee ſce the Husband mourning for the 
Wife, or the Wife for the Husband ; the Parents 
for their Child, or the Children for their Parents; 
the Brothers for thcir Sifters, or the Siſters for 
their Brother; peraducnture we beare a part with | 
themin their mourning, and impart vnto them 
ſuch poore comforts as wee areable, telling them 
that weeping is in vaine, there isnoremedie, and 
ſuch like Countrey-comtorts. We attend the dead 
vnto the Temple , peraducnture in clothes of 
mourning, there wee ſce nothing but ſignes of 
mourning: and heare a Sermon of mourning , but 
aſſoone as the Funerall is ended, wee returne vnto 
the houſe of mourning,and turne it intoa houſe of 
feaſting (ſo confounding the places diſtinguifhed 
by Salomon) and this hinders the /;uing from laying 
it to his heart. 

Wee wayt ſometimes about the Bed of our dy» | 
ing fricnd : there wee ſee a ſpeRacle that a man 
would think ſhould never ovref ouvrinward cics: 
heareggrones, whoſe Eccho ſhould never out of our 
cares: wee cloſe vp the eycs, wee coner the face of 
the dead : ſome prepare the bodie for the ſhroud, 
othcrs the ſhroud for the bodice : ſome gather 
Flowers, ſome ring the Knel], ſome digge the 
Grauc,and talkeof life exen in the dooreof Deaths 
For who /ayerh theſe things to his heart ? Hereis 
laying of them to the Zyes , to the Zares, tothe 

Hands, 
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leapt onit, and made themſclues ſport with that 


Hands, &c. but where is the laying of them to 
the Heart? Doethcy who cloſe the eyes, and co. 
ucr the face of the Dead, conlider that their eycs 
muſt be ſo cloſed , their faces thus couered ? Or 
they who ſhroud the Coarſe,remember that they 
thcmſclues ſhortly muſt be ſo ſhrouded ? Or they | 
who ting the Kne!l, conſider that ſhortly the Bc]3 
mult goe to the ſame tune tor them? Or they that 
make the Graue, even while they are in it, remem- | 
ber that ſhorily they mult inhabic ſuch a narrow 
bouſe as now they are building? Peraduenrurc 
they doc alittle, but ic makes no deepe impreſſion | 
in them. Theſe things aftc vs for the moſt part 
no otherwiſe then the Stocke did the Frogs(in the 
Fable) which 1upizer caſt downe among them for 
a King. The firſt fall rhercof, and the daſhing of 
the water with the fall aftrighted them, and made 
them runne into their holes; but ſecing no tarther | 
harme to enſue, they came forth, tooke courage, 


which firſt was their feare. Till at length 7upirer | 
ſenta Storck among them,and he devoured them. 
Thus we make the Death of others but a Stocke 
that ſomewhat at firſt affetcth vs; bur wee ſoone 
forget it, vntill the Srorck come, and we our [clues 
becomea prey to Death: All this is becauſe wee 
doe not applyit ſeriouſly, we doc no? lay it 19 our 
heart. 

Thirdly, this muſt bce done timely and in due 
ſeaſon. The living (faith Salomon) will lay it to his 
heart, the living, notthe dying; not the lick, weak, 

and 
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and tceblc, but the lining. Wee muft thinke on 
Death while wee haue yet ſome faire probabilitie 
| to liue : this is beſt done, while weeare young and 
ſtrong : They whearedecrepit for age, who grone 
| vader the heauic burthen of foureſcore yeares 
' and aboue, in whom old: ave it ſelfe is periſhed (as 


————_ 


| (with Bar3illas) arewvnſir for the Conrt, becauſe 
they cannot taſte their meate , nor heare the ſound of | 
melodie; who take no pleaſure in the pleaſures of 
life, whoſe breath doth them now no ſervice but to 
ligh,cal you me ſuch living? Rather(as Bzas ſaid of 
Mariners) they are to be numbred neither among 
the lining nor among the dead, yea, rather among 
the Dead then among the Liuing. 
\ Wherefore S4/omon, who in one place of this 
| Scrmon bids thee, Remember thy Creatour in the_ 
dayes of thy youth , In this place biddeth thee rc- | 
member thy diſſolvtion (Death) in the dayes of 
thy life. It is for the /ining , rather then forthe 
dying to lay theſe things to their heart, For when | 
licknefle, weaknefle, Death commeth, they will 
lay other things tothy heart: The love of lite, the 
dread of Death, the Conſcience of ſinne,the paine 
of {icknelſe, the want of fleepe, theach of bones, 
the departure from friends, the careof Wife and 
Children, theſe will ſo ſurprize and poſſefſe thee, 
that thou ſhalt bane little leaſure or pleaſure to lay 
better thoughts tothy hearr. 

Wherefore you that are wiſe, lay not the grea- 
teſt burthen on the weakeſt beaſt, adiourne not the 
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longeſt iourney till the ſherteſt day , take not the 
laſt and worſt houre tor the firſt and hardeſt taske. 


A wholeclife, (were it as long as Merhuſelahs) is | 


ſhortenough to prouide for Death. We bad need 
be long a doing that, which if it bee not once well 
done, wee arc for euer vtterly vndone. I hauc 
known a weeks prouilion fer one Feaſt, a moneths 
preparation fora Wedding, three moneths dclibe- 
ration, about the driving of 8 bargaine; T his is the 
beſt or worſt bargaine that cucr thou ſhalt make, 
the beſt or worſt Gueſt that eucr thou ſhalr enter- 
tayne;thy dying day will be thy wedding day,and 
match thee to eternall felicitie orto endlefle miſc- 
rie; and wilt thou make no preparation, no proui- 
lion for this aforc-hand ? 

Confider what others doc, and what thy (clfe 
vſelt to doc in matters of farre lefſe moment and | 
cenſcquent. A Iudgeattbe Afliſe, a Juſtice at the 
Sefhons, will norgiuc the charge without ſome ſtu- 
dy. A Scholer cons his Leflon before hee repeates 
it, correRts his Theame before he ſheweth it. Nay 
a Player will not adncnture on the Stage vntill hee 
have his part pcrtc ,.leſt hee be hifſed off, Whar 
thinkeft thou of dying? Is it'a Leflon ſo ſoone 
lcarned that a man may well come off with it at 
firftſight? Strange ! we take time to make preui- 
ſion for the burial] of the Dead, but take no care to 
provide for Death it ſcife, T heſe Blacks were not 
bought and made, that Coffin was not framed, 
yonder little Grave was not fitted on- a ſadden.
